Fults, namely that C 3 
would continue to appenr as the government representative and the only 
person authorised to discuss business with the Oounitteu daring their 
visit here* Hr. Tulis will appear as an old friend of Al b a ni a rtio hi 
interested in furthering the cause of the Oocmittee, Mr. Markham will 
be the eortaet with the Hew York Committee end help then with Hr. Poole. 
Mr. Fultz reiterated that he wished no publicity for hinself whatever.
